Mildred Birtles, Eleanor Borch, Allan 
Driver; Neil Crawford, Dorothy Gold- 
ing, Elaine Jardine, Mabel Haire, 


Two New Buildings 
Started Last Week

The ‘Buffalo Service Station is to 
be located immediately west of the 
present building, as an addition, and 
it will be 40 by 100 ft., making a build 
ing 10°feet wide by 80 to 100 feet 
long. This will give a total floor area 
of 6400 square feet, Mr, A. Rattray, 
proprietor of the Buffalo Service, 
vaid that he hoped to be in the new 
premises as goon as the building was 
ready, He expressed concern over the 
shortage of materials, but said that 
a good deal of the material needed 

located already, The building 
is to be constructed of cement blocks 
and will have a flat roof, 

The new Tory and Peacock build- 
ing is fast making progress, having 
a head start on the other building by 
a few days. Mr. L, Tory stated to the 
Star, that the new building is plan- 
ned to be 50 by 82 feet and also will 
be of cement block construction with 
a flat roof. Mr. Tory said that if a'l 
goes well he expected that the new 
building will be ready for occupancy 
sometime during October of this. year 
Total area of this building will be 
4100 square feet. . 

These two modern buildinga will 
help fill tnis area which has been 
vacant since the disastrous ‘tire of 


1928 which comoletely leveled this 
portion of the business section, 

The owners of these structures are 
to be congratulated on their foresight 
and faith in the future of this com- 
munity. New buildidg has been lax 
during the past 17 years and. con- 

' struction of any type is to be welcom- 
ed here,

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Wainwright Retums To 
Standard Time 


Most people, if they went to bed at 
the usual hour on. Saturday night, 
had an extra hours sleep as the clocks 
were moved back one hour returning 
the town to Standard Time at mid- 
night, 

Wainwright has been on the fast 
time principle since Sunday, May 18, 
following a pattern set across the 
érovince at that time. This action has 
been most confusing since its incep- 
tion, a> some localities have operat- 
ed on fast time and others on slow 
time, This action will more or lem 
straighten up any confusion, with the 
exception of people doing ‘business 
with Edmonton. The City of Edmon- 
ton is not scheduled to return to 
Standard Time «until some time next 
month, 

The council of the Town of Wain- 
wright decreed this change approx- 
imately a month earlier than origin- 
a'ly imtended, but it was felt that 
during the harvesting season the dif- 
ferenee in the times between town 
ahd rural would cause hardship on 
employers of farm labor at this sea- 
son of the year. 


Local Blood Donors to Report August 11th

voluntary donors, 

The clinic will be held from 5:30 
p.m, to 8:30 p.m. at the Town Hall, 
Appointments are now being arran- 
ged for those already registered with 
the Wainwright Branch of the Red 
Cross. However, to ensure a suffi- 
cient supply for the visiting clinic 
anyone who has not yet registered is 
asked to contact Mrs. Gordon Gra- 
ham or any member of the local 
branch, 

Through the support of voluntary 


blood donors the Red Cross will sup- 
ply all Alberta hospitals with free 
whols blood and plasma. The hospi- 
tals, to receive this service, must in 
turn supply it entirely free of charge 
to any patient in need of a blood 
ti ansfusion. 

The visiting mobile clinic will be 
staffed by a doctor and several nur- 
ses and techuicians,. Members of the 
tcal Red Cross will serve refresh- 
ments and be in charge of the rest 
rooms, 

Oa Tuesday, August 17th, tne mo- 
bile clinic will visit Irma between the 
hours of 9:30 a.m. to 11:30 a.m, 

Officials point out that there is no

discomfort in giving a Gonation nor 
does it affect the health of the donor. 
Those who have donated blood to the 
Red Cross before and have signed up 
again are asked to bring their donor 
cards. The new transfusion service 
donations will be credited towards 
the various buttons awarded the don- 
ore. 

In British Columbia the first pro- 
vince to be organized, nearly 6,000 
bottles of blood were distributed free 
of eharge to hospitals during the 
first three months of operation. Any 
patient in need of a transfusion re- 
ceives it entirely free of any charge.

Ceremony Wednesday Last 


Impressive and thoughtful was the 
ceremony of the memorial plaque un- 
veiling held Wednesday afternoon 
last, July 30th, at the memorial clock 
tower in Wainwright. 

This ig the second ceremony of a 
like nature to be held at this edifice 
during the past 23 years, the first 
being held in September 1025, to 
honor the fallen of World War I. At 
that time the clock tower, as we 
know it today, was built by members 
of the 1,0.D.E., at an approximate 
cost of $3500.00, from native stone 
gathered from the Wainwright dis- 
trict. At that time the dedication 
consisted of praise for the efforts of 
the ladies who worked 80 hard to see 
the final result of their toil stand as 
a mark in the history of Wainwright 
and possibly in the whole British Em- 
pire. Also the war dead were given 
the highest praise for their sacrifice 
and heroism, A sacrifice that never 
can be recorded in values, At that 
time Major General Griesbach had the 
honor of unveiling the plaque that 
las, withstood the elements of time 
and weather, 


Thia recent ceremony followed 
along somewhat the same pattern as 
before, except more attention was 
paid to the memory of the fallen and 
leas to the clock tower itself. Starting 
promptly at 3:00 p.m., the different 
units on parade marched into their 
respective positions with the PPCLI 
torming the Guard of Honour im- 
mediately south of the memorial, The 
Wainwright Sea Cadets came next 
and members of the Wainwright 
Branch of the Canadian Legion fcrm- 
ing up in third place, Mr, Carl 8. 
Heckbert, Provincial President of the 
Canadian Legion, BDSL, gave a few 
opening remarks, welcoming the 
gathering to the re-dedication and ex- 
plained in few words the purpose of 
the gathering together, The cere- 
money opened with those present 
joining in singing the well known 
hymn “O God Our Help in Ages Past” 
The choir on hand helped conaiderably 
with this hymn and credit is due tb 
the members, Mr, Heckbert then in- 
treduced the Right Reverend Bishop 
Barfoot, Bishop of Edmonton, who 
gave a. very fitting address as to re- 
dedicating the memorial in the mem- 
ory of the men and women who gave 
their all for their country. 


Major General Worthington wat 
called upon next to unveil the plaque; 
bearing the names of those fallen, In 
a few well chosen words he compli- 
mented the citizens of the town and 
district, the members of the Canadian 
Legion, and others who had helped to 
make. Wainwright’s memorial one of 
the finest, After his address he pul- 
ted tae riobon which held the Union 
Jack in place over the plaque, and the 
flag we all know go well, fell down 
on the one side leaving a memorial 
plaque inscribed with names for all 
the world to see,

In Municipality 


(Editorial) 

, One case of undulant fever 
was vepurted last week as a 
‘patient entered the local hos- 
pital for treatment, This per- 
son, who's name igs withheld, 
happens to be a farmer from 
the. Chauvin District and has 
been drinking and using. raw 
milk from his own herd of 
cows. The cows were infected ° 
wita Bangs disease and the 
owner did not know it until the 
disease struck the household. 

The patient now recovered 
enough has returned to his 
home at that point, but is still 
under the doctor’s care. He is 
improving as quickly as can be 
expected. 

This is a typical example of 
iaxity in our health laws, Had 
the milk been pasteurized first 
the digease would, never have 
occurred. It might be alright to 
pass the matter off as having 
no iaterest here, but this story 
could be repeated again and 
again. Pasteurization of milk 

. is the only safe way, It is time 
that eteps were taken to pre- 
vent this dread disease from 
ever entering the hospital door 
again, There’s always a first 
time. Let there never be a sec- 
ond,

The word that describes the movement fully, is called de- 
centralization of industry. The war just recently con- 
cluded helped in no short way to bring this about. The 
idea of scattering industries into the country to make 
them less vulnerable from air attacks caught on, and 
today the success shown by such a move has carried the 
idea still furthér, and today hundreds of small indust- 
ries are moving their location away from the metropolis 
centres. The movement has shown that ce a are 
more contented, housing is more freely available, over- 
head is less for the owners and many other factors have 
entered in the picture, making the trend away from cities 
into smaller towns. : 

Just how Wainwright could benefit from such a move 
is not hard to picture. We have now within our trading
